Vancouver, Jan. 13: — Amalga¬ 
mations and a reorganization which 
have been effected by the Canadian 
Explosives, Limited, have resulted 
in the absorption by that company of 
the Dominion Cartridge Company, the 
Victoria Chemical Company, the Can¬ 
adian Fabrikold Company, the Cana¬ 
dian Arlington Company and the 
Flint Color & Varnish Company. The 
first two of these concerns have been 
subsidiaries of Canadian Explosives 
for some time and they are now ab- 
sorved outright, the amalgamation 
of the Victoria Chemical Company 
meaning that Canadian Explosives 
will operate in future under its own 
name all the explosive factories, which 
cover 800 acres on James Island, with 
buildings and dwellings for the 250 
men employed and their families. 

Fabrikold. 

The Canadian Fabrikold Company, 
with Its head office at Toronto, has 
been manufacturing the fabrikold by¬ 
product of the explosive industry, 
while the Canadian Arlington Com¬ 
pany has been handling the pyrollne 
and artificial ivory, also produced by 
this Industry. Both these lines in 
Canada will now be controlled by 
Canadian Explosives. J^td., as will 
also the output of the THlnt Color & 
Varnish Company’s factories at To¬ 
ronto. / 

These big additions to the business 
of the company have resulted in a 
reorganization of the Canadian Ex¬ 
plosives, Ltd., in Canada, the' whole 
of the Dominion being divided into 
districts, while Retf-Grobb, who haa 
been in Vancouver for the past three 
years and for four years in Victoria 
as western saJ4s manager, will go to 
JiPJlUra,!, in aasume the Tweitkm of 
general sales manager and handle all 
the different llnea now manufactured 
by the company^ P. H. Austin will 
remain in Vancouver In charge of the 
district which comprises British Co¬ 
lumbia and the Yukon, and the traffic, 
purchasing and accounting depart¬ 
ment# have been brought over from 
Victoria to the Vancouver office. 

Making Powder. 

This leaves still a considerable of¬ 
fice force at Victoria, rendering neces¬ 
sary by the proximity to the James 
island factories. These factories, 
which were devoted exclusively to the 
service of the Government In the 
manufacture of "T.N.T." during the 
war. havo^iow been converted back 
to their taminess of turning out dyna¬ 
mite ani black powder for the com¬ 
pany’s Industrial customers. In ad¬ 
dition the company has erected an 
up-to-date fertilizer plant on the 
Island. 

In consequence of the above im¬ 
portant changes, William McMaster. 
president of the Canadian Explosives. 
Ltd., who is als6 a director of the 
C. P. R. in addition to a number of 
other important concerns, will arrive 
in Vancouver this week from Mont¬ 
real to look over the situation here.

Yesterday in Vernon and 
Slocan City 
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CIVIC H0N0RSN0T 
SOUGHT EAGERLY 


Mackenzie King Speaks at 
Halifax; Scores the Union 
Government 


Halifax, Jan. 13. — (Canadian 
Press)—Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, 
successor to Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
as Leader of the Liberal Party of 
Canada, first brought his personal 
message to the people of Noya 
Scotia at a mass meeting last night 
In the Orpheum Theatre here. The 
audience which greeted him might 
have been composed of natives of 
Missouri patiently waiting to be 
shown, and they greeted Mr. King 
with more or less mechanical ap¬ 
plause. He had not spoken long, 
however, before he had carried away 
his audience even a number of peo¬ 
ple In the galleries, who seemed to 
have come with the expressed object 
or muklng things unpleasant for him. 
He was listened to with the deepest 
attention and the most Important of 
his points elicited applause that was 
spontaneous. When he left the the- I 
tre there was a demonstration 
which lasted for several minutes and 
there was little doubt that the per¬ 
sonality of the new Leader had left a* 
profound Impression. 

Eloquent 

Mr. .King's speech was eloquent i 
and inspiring, an appeal for unity to 
enable Canada to face the great prob¬ 
lems which are confronting her. He 
spoke of the three great groups, the 
farmers, labor and the war veterans, 
and said that beneath the aspirations 
of each was the great underlying 
principle of Liberalism. He claimed 
that a true Parliament must be like 
a mirror and represent all these 
groups. Otherwise there could be no 
hope of a united Canada. It was the 
work of Liberalism to Include the 
essentials of the demands of all these 
groups and prevent them from be¬ 
coming too class-conscious, wielding 
them into one great forward move¬ 
ment. He expressed his complete 
opposition to monopoly of govern¬ 
ment by any one class. 

Broad Platform. 

In appealing for the formation of 
a great party with a broad platform, 
Mr. King dwelt upon the value of 
the traditions of Liberalism. He also 
spoke of the lives of public men /and 
said they were no cowards, for they 
were obliged to endure the sneers 
and Insults of men probably less 
worthy thqn they were. 

He spoke much of unity of com¬ 
mand In an endeavor to show wher- 
ln the Union Government had utter¬ 
ly failed. He said it had been formed 
to win the war and for nothing, else, 
but now that the war was .ended It 
was seeking a pretext for holding on. 
Regarding Sir Robert Borden, he said 
that the agreement recently had been 
that the nominal Prime Minister was 
to go so far a Way that no one would 
l»e able to communicate with him. 
His sketch of current happenings at 
Ottawa and the nebulous policy of 
the administration won much 
laughter and applause. The ship of 
state*, he claimed, was quite with¬ 
out a chart. 

Financial Situation. 

Mr. King devoted much time to an 
exposition of the platform drawn up 
at the national Liberal Convention, 
stressing the financial situation and 
the suggested tariff changes ify an 
effort to reduce the high cost of liv¬ 
ing. 

With regard to reciprocity, he pro- 
’ phesied that Mr. Fielding, to whom 
he paid a glowing tribute as a noble 
Canadian statesman, would live to 
see the victory for which he had 
fought. 

He branded as false the rumor that 
neither of the old parties desired an 
election. The Liberals had only one 
attitude, desiring & fair and equitable 
franchise act and then an appeal to 
the peopfc. ^ •

haft been holding sittings In various 
parts of the Province, will be voiced 
by insurance men In this Province. 
Steps already have been taken to 
submit a strong case to the Govern¬ 
ment and In this the Insurance men 
are seeking the aid of several other 
local bodies. 

While no opposition has been pre¬ 
sented to the various sittings of the 
Health Commission, now nearing the 
conclusion of its investigation, at 
every sitting of the corAmlsslon it 
wrs known that a representative of 
the insurance men was present and 
took note of the evidence tendered, 
to be used In the preparation of the 
case against the introduction of such 
legislation. 

When the sitting opens here on 
Monday next will be whep the first 
definite move will be made by the 
insurance men toward opposing the 
proposal.

Experienced members of Parlia¬

An attack on the present police 
administration of Victoria as being 
extravagant, inefficient and an utter 
failure a a far as protecting vacant 
property which is being smashed up 
and destroyed in every part of the 
city, la made in a statement issued 
to-day by A. M. Gregg, candidate for 
police commissioner. Mr. Gregg Is 
running on a platform of "Clean Up 
the Police Administration." 

In his statement Mr. Gregg at¬ 
tacks the officials in control of the 
police for the way In which they 
have been running the detective de¬ 
partment. 

"Taxpayers of Victoria do not 
know that they ore paying out $1,000 
a month for a detective force of 
seven members, and that of this force 
three are officers to supervise the 
work of four men, that la three- 
quarters of an officer to oversee 
each man,” says Mr. Gregg In his 
statement. "My experience as an 
official in the police department 
proved to me that there was only 
detective work enough in this city 
for two men. as we are well isolated 
here, and criminals avoid this city. 

"My estimate of the required size 
of die force is proved by the records 
In ftie police department and the re¬ 
ports of police cases appearing In the 
newspapers. These reports mention 
the names of only two men on the 
force who do practically all the work. 

Property Carried Off. 

"This over-staffing is not the only 
feature. People of Victoria do not 
know that they are paying $1,000 a 
year for the upkeep of two automo¬ 
biles which are provided for mem¬ 
bers of this detective force to ride 
around ,in. The city does not own

During Paet Yean—Only Three 
Cases of Theft. 

Owing to the failure of motoriata 
to obey the Motor Act the number of 
cases dealt with last year In the Oak 
Bay Police Court exceeded by 
twenty-three the total cases In the 
preceding twelve months, according 
to the report of N. Syme, Chief of 
Police.

Chapman, the eminent topographical 
engineer, whose death is reported by 
telegram from Washington.

Mr. Chapman was induced to go 
to Ottawa from Washington In Mat. 
1909, when the Hon. William Tem- 
pleman was In charge of the Depart-' 
ment of Mines, In order to introduce 
the United States topographic meth¬ 
ods into the Geological Survey of 
Canada. • 

Work being then In progress In 
southern Vancouver Island, a pre¬ 
liminary report having been issued 
in 1908, Mr. Chapman was sent to 
Victoria early in the season of 1909, 
and during that year and working 
season of 1910 and 1911 he made his 
headquarters on Vancouver Island, 
while in charge of field work.

which, he Intimated, should notabe 
uttered at a public meeting, but 
rather when City Council committees 
assembled behind closed doors. "These 
statements," he pointed out, ‘‘get Into 
the press, and you cannot help it. 
That Is what the press is for. Just 
think of the people in Toronto who 
rejid in our own papers that meat is 
being sold here unfit for human con¬ 
sumption. That’s poor advertising. 
These matters, it seems to me. should 
be thrashed out in committee. As a 
matter of fact i£ v the proper rules not 
obtaining were properly enforced there 
would be no necessity for these state¬ 
ments, as no such meat would be 
sold." 

Sanitary Inspector Lancaster in¬ 
formed the Council that the press 
had misquoted the Vancouver inspec¬ 
tor who was reported to have de¬ 
clared that meat unfit for human 
consumption was being sold In Vic¬ 
toria. As a matter of fact, the inspec¬ 
tor stated, the Vancouver official had 
not mentioned Victoria. Mr. Lancas¬ 
ter stated that, under present condi¬ 
tions, it was impossible for the fn- 
spectors to pronounce meat in the 
market unfit for food. Diseased meat, 
he said, might appear all right when 
displayed In the market. 

"I don’t want to hurt the butchers, 
Alderman John averted. "But if they 
come here and oppose the measure 
because It would cause them trouble, 
why then I will oppose them." 

"If there are no more election 
speeches to be made/v*remarked Al¬ 
derman Patrick, bringing the debate 
to a conclusion. "the sooner we get on 
with the business in hand the better.”
